All printing is around the edge of 
the coin, except the "K", which is 
in the center. 


On the other side is the following: LVDXIIII DC 


(The REX of course 
FR ET NAV REX Peer 


We do not know the meaning of FR ET NAV, and in the upper group the 
letter "K" is shown in the middle of the coin, surrounded by pictures of 
three @rowns. On one side of the coin or medal is the piture of a King. 


The coin is larger than our silver dollar with a greater percentage of 
Bilver (according to a test made by a local bank) than our dollar, and it is 
thicker than our silver dollar. The printing is quite large. 


Any interpretation would be greatly appreciated. It may be that the coin 
or medal could find a place in a museum. Do you consider it worthy of such 


a place.
